The correspondent who wrote in the “New States- 
man” recently may be excused, if not forgiven, for the 
sweeping and quite unjustifiable conclusions he drew 
from his encounter with a green architect. His story 1s 
unfortunately not altogether new. He wished to build a 
small house and was put by private recommendation on 
to a young architect. His figure was £2,500. The archi- 
tect’s first design priced out at £4,000 and his final effort 
at about £3,500. The discussion and modifications took 


a littke over a year. after which the client dispensed 
builder. 


From that point on the details in the article became 


with his architect’s services and went to a 
more vague. but it seems that the builder gave him 
“nearly everything he wanted, except architecture”, and 
at a price only some £500 above his original target 


figure 


In true Christmas pantomime style we are also intro- 
duced to the wicked Uncle, the builder, who says “we 
have to quote high prices to them (the architects) to 
protect ourselves against them. It's the messing about 


that costs the money”.

The article is unfair and damaging to the profession 
and is not easy to answer in a manner convincing to the 
lay public without more knowledge of the facts than 
has been given. For one thing, in common justice, we 
should hear the architect’s side of the transactions. One 
should also know how far the builder’s house differed 
from the schedule of requirements given originally to 
the architect 

Of course there are green architects. There are green 


doctors. solicitors and accountants. A young newly- 
fledged professional man may make mistakes and the 
young architect can make a big mistake in taking on a 
small house for an exacting client. These public com- 
plaints cannot, however, be shrugged aside as mere 
exhibitions of bad temper. It is up to the profession to 


see what can be done to cure the trouble. 


There is just a grain of truth in the wisecrack that 
many of the products of the full-time schools can design 
for 400 


centre but are quite at sea when it comes to building 


a sheik’s harem wives or a lido and sports 
by-laws or estimates of cost. Is the balance of art and 
technology in architectural training adjusted to modern 
needs? Has the young architect really had enough prac- 
tical experience by the time he qualifies and becomes 
registered? 

In the narrower field of small private houses much 
may be hoped from the R.I.B.A. scheme of small 


house designs. In addition there remains a case for 


examination as to whether the standard scale of fees 


should be applied in full for small houses 
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Are P.R.A.’s Really Necessary ? 


HE news that Professor Richardson has been 
re-elected President of the Royal Academy for a 
second year of office although he is over the age limit 
was welcomed by all who prefer an element of knock- 
about in public life to the stuffed shirt which sits so 
casily and frequently on British official personages. 
The Professor told an interviewer at the start of his first 
term that he intended “to cram ten years into the one, 
and then if at the end of my year I get a longer 
sentence, all the better . . .” No one could have said, 
or done, fairer than that. 


Professor Richardson is dead: Long live Sir Albert ! 

He has certainly thrown off sparks and coloured 
lights like any firework, and one sincerely hopes he will 
remain incandescent to the end. Without the aid of a 
TV parlour game, he has made himself one of the best- 
known men in the country. He has said a lot of things 
wittily and some wisely. He has shown (unlike some 
of his predecessors) a genuine concern for the conditions 
of art in general and architecture in particular. Why 
then has he sown such dismay in the hearts of many 
architects and come to be written off as one more funny 
man by many members of the art-loving public? It is 
worth looking back to some of his utterances, because 
there may be a lesson in them if not for P.R.A.s at 
least for us. It is also worth looking back (not as an 
architect but as a man in the street) at one or two 
P.R.A.’s. 


In matters which do not concern their personal 


liberty, their preferences in sport and politics, and their 
drinking habits, Britons tend to respect authority. We 
all of us listen to and read the most remarkable 
opinions delivered by ecclesiastics, headmasters, judges, 
ministers, chairmen of councils, field-marshals, scientists 
and men of letters. These opinions become part of our 
unconscious mental climate (exactly how great a part, 
would be a fascinating psychological study), and until 
quite recently the President of the Royal Academy was 
for most Britons simply one more person qualified 
occasionally to speak ex cathedra, reported in the 
papers as saying this was wrong and that was better 
than this, but no one any sensible person need worry 
about. Ask any man in the street (including myself) 
how many pre-Munnings P.R.A.’s he can name. 


It has been the coincidence of three vociferous and 
enjoyably opinionated holders of the office with the 
advent of television and the realisation by the daily 
papers that art can be news even when it isn’t nudes 
that has woken up many people to the fact that a 
P.R.A., like anyone else who gets ultimately into the 
history books, can be either a Good Thing or a Bad 
Thing. It was easy to feel that Sir Alfred Munnings 
was a Bad Thing because he was rude about Picasso 
and seemed identified with glossy horses, whereas Sir 
Gerald Kelly was a Good Thing because he swore on 
television and obviously liked pictures. When Pro- 
fessor Richardson took office there were strong pre- 
sumptions for thinking him a Good Thing. He was an 
acknowledged lover of, and authority on, eighteenth- 
century and Regency architecture. More, he was an 
eighteenth-century man, living in brocaded waistcoats 
by gas and candlelight among a hugger-mugger of 


delightful things, a highly sympathetic trait to the many 
of us who exist among gravy upholstery and naked 
electric light bulbs. He was a harpsichordist, a rhyme- 
ster, a water-colourist, a famous draughtsman, with a 
taste for kneebreeches, churchwarden pipes and cocked 
hats, a vigorous, versatile, bustling figure, Johnsonian 
in his capacity for conversation. His utterances how- 
ever were not long in suggesting that being an 
eighteenth-century man in our peculiar times had its 
dangers. 


His works also. It was a shock to learn that the 
churchyard garden of St. James’s, Piccadilly, which to 
one pair of eyes seemed to come straight from one of 
those landscaping firms who furnish amenities for poster 
sites, was from his hand; and that the rather insensitive 
remodelling of the interior was his too. Still more, to 
reconcile the new Trinity House and the plans for the 
new Financial Times building with his admiration for 
“ discipline, restraint and regard for regional considera- 
tions,” which he has said particularly appeal to him 
about Georgian art. But these are scarceiy relevant to 
his tenure of office. It is the things he has said as 
P.R.A., not the things he has done as a practising 
architect, which are under review here. 

Any selection from the Professor’s reported obiter 
dicta during his first year produces a curious and rather 
fuzzy impression of goodheartedness and wrongheaded- 
ness. “In nearly two hundred years the R.A. has never 
made a mistake.”” “ We must now return to beauty not 
only in the design of our buildings . . . but of every- 
day things—-fine door knobs, lamps, keys and furniture.” 
“I do not think that in spite of everything we have 
advanced much in the last fifty years.” “The art 
student must be encouraged and used.” “There may 
be dry rot here (at Bowood), but I call it dry rot in high 
places.” “A house is a home, not a machine.” “The 
great test is to place a modern painting alongside a 
masterpiece. If the two blend harmoniously, then you 
have a sure gauge of the quality of the work of the 
present time.” “If ever there was need for imagina- 
tion and give-and-take, it is required in the rebuilding 
of the City.” “A building without sculpture is unthink- 
ee 

Is it really sensible to put a Matisse next to The 
Rout of San Romano and expect them to blend, any 
more than to expect Bach to go smoothly with Bartok? 
Do so very many of the eighteenth-century terrace 
houses he admires have sculpture, and would they neces- 
sarily be the better for it? On the other hand, how nice 
to have a P.R.A. who thinks about the craftsman, who 
is concerned about the young artist and suggests, per- 
haps a trifle naively, that more big advertisers might 
be persuaded to follow Shell and Whitbreads and 
London Transport in letting him cut a dash with a 
poster that is also a picture. 

It is of course in his general bumbling attitude to 
certain aspects of modern architecture that the Pro- 
fessor has raised so many hackles, and here in particular 
one discerns the very eighteenth-century man in his 
exorbitant love of decoration (even railway buffers, he 
sadly notes, were once carved with lions’ heads), his 
constant harping on “grand scale rebuilding,” “re- 
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splendent lines,” “Cyclopean lines,” (“there must 
always be a grand way of doing something if it be but 
to lay a brick”), and a rather fine disdain of present- 
day economics. He wants doors on modern houses 
“splendidly panelled, sometimes painted black like old- 
fashioned carriage-doors, giving a sense of pride to the 
house front.” Well, the doors of new houses are too 
often the weakest spot in the design, but still . . . He 
inveighs against “the tall flats (that) tear people into 
sort of layers, layers of humanity, and there they’re 
forgotten.” against the modern materials and methods 
of construction whose general effect is “that of a plated 
box The supreme ambition appears to be to 
dehumanise the works of man and to base form entirely 
on artifice.” “Beauty pre-eminent, utility subordinate.” 
Well enough, but it never seems to occur to him that in 
much typical eighteenth-century building beauty is not 
slapped on as a decoration but comes from proportion 
and (to use words of his own) “relationship of lines and 
surfaces to one another,” and that these are themselves 
the results of certain requirements for living in—of 
utility, in fact. 


In a wireless interview on taking office in 1954 the 
Professor made the remark, “now the war’s over, and 
there’s no need for this serious economy, we might 
indulge in embellishment once more, and revive the 
past.” The impression that this is a wealthy country 
seems to govern much of his thinking, though he recog- 
nises elsewhere that “architecture today is common- 
place because it represents economic conditions.” He 
certainly has a leaning to the lavish. “I want sculptures 
round the dial in the grand manner of Cellini or 
Goujon. That’s the way to be modern!” “It must be a 
City palace, not a factory for clerks.” And of course 
the bankers, the industrial concerns, the well-funded 
associations and unions, who are going to occupy so 
much of the new London, have money to spend on their 
headquarters. These are just the people to whom many 
of the Professor’s strictures should be directed, but one 
feels a little uneasily that he regards them as men of 
taste, successors of the great magnate patrons of the 
eighteenth century. They can afford sculpture, decora- 
tion and “beauty”; they can stand a great deal of gold. 
But what about the public sector? The most obviously 
socially useful buildings—houses, flats (yes, flats), 
hospitals, health centres, schools, libraries, which cry 
out to be built? Is there no economy problem here? 
No cuts in housing subsidies? No reviews of school and 
hospital building programmes? What can most local 
authority architects do but go for an absolute plainness 
devoid of all unnecessarily costly ornament and take 
every possible advantage of inexpensive materials and 
mass-production methods? And haven’t some architects 
triumphantly accepted the economic challenge? The 
Hertfordshire schools, for example. Harlow New Town. 
The more recent L.C.C. estates. 


Equally, the Professor seems to have too little realisa- 
tion that this is a country with a land problem and 
many sites to be redeveloped simply cannot be laid 
out on his spacious lines. One is thankful, of course, for 
someone whose mind is not austere, and the Professor 
has admirably hard words to say about “Common 
Councillors and Aldermen obsessed with ideas of 
increasing the rateable value of sites.” But one feels all

the time that he would like to reconstruct London as a 
sort of Venice in bankers’ Palladian (“There should be 
fountains in the streets with Tritons throwing water at 
each other.”) All this sort of thing would be lovely if 
properly done, but besides being appallingly expensive 
it needs a great deal of decentralisation, a process 
which in other contexts the Professor seems resolutely 
against. 

His most unhappy effort was the notorious address to 
The London Master Builders’ Association last July. As 
an example of the long handle all round, delivered in 
admirably spirited English, it is almost a connoisseur’s 
piece. Even here there is much to sympathise with, 
when he again castigates greed over site values, when 
he shows a concern for the London skyline, when he 
makes sensible general remarks about planning. There 
Gre buildings going up in the City that look like boxes 
There is a very weak sense of civic design in too many 
prosperous architects’ offices. But, read in cold print, the 
address disintegrates into a series of entertaining non- 
sequiturs. He is after the blood of certain architects 
(“crude, irritable and tasteless persons who desire fame 
but are unwilling to serve a long apprenticeship”); 
certain editors (“a scrapbook mentality”); all architec- 
tural critics (“even more biased than the critic of 
painting and sculpture’); and “designs which are 
travesties of Continental and American buildings which 
group under the generic title ‘modern’.” It is much more 
difficult to guess which designs he finds so offensive 
than which human beings. Is it Bucklersbury House? 
The Holford Plan? High Barbican? The Professor 
offers little clue; but in a much-quoted passage, which 
must have done more harm to his reputation as a 
serious person than any other, he reaches an apogee of 
silliness, when he says: 


“The prevalent key is to dehumanise the human 
species, to treat them as masses and densities, to see 
that they are contained in cellular formations, washed, 
clothed and turned adrift to slave in factories. Better 
by far the life of a craftsman during the Renaissance, a 
worker on the land in the time of Cobbett, a sailor 
before the mast in the days of the Cutty Sark, than a 
family housed ten stories above the pavement in a 
packing case on its end.” Try that on anyone who has 
been rehoused in a council flat from the back streets of 
St. Pancras or Pimlico. The sociologist has a right to 
indict an industrial civilisation; the architect’s and the 
planner’s job is to do his best with the overcrowding. 
the social distortions which a hundred and fifty years of 
laissez faire have produced in this country and which 
this country, to its credit, is doing its best, in its 
straitened post-war circumstances, to remedy. Beside the 
immensity of the problem, a general aversion to un- 
adorned buildings seems a rather puny trumpet to be 
always blowing. 

As a previous writer in this journal has remarked, 
“if he had found himself constitutionally unable to 
support modern architecture and had been a great man, 
he would, without doubt, have kept quiet, taken advice 
and then confined himself to uncontroversial statements 
designed to help his profession to produce better archi- 
tecture. Instead of this he chose from the day of his 
election to denigrate architects in general and all their 
work and having, to the enormous delight of the 
popular Press, demolished contemporary architecture, 
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he has put absolutely nothing whatever in its place.” 

All this would have been less serious in the days 
when P.R.A.’s were less considered. But the vociferous 
publicist on aesthetics has today a much wider audience. 
thanks especially to television, and it is only too easy to 
implant in the eye of the common man (for whom the 
Professor has an admirable concern) the idea that any 
modern building without an ornamental facade, how- 
ever much he may like its lines, must be bad. It only 
needs an architectural equivalent of one or two current 
popular programmes for architecture to become as 
fashionable overnight as archaeology has, particularly in 
these days when buildings appear and disappear like 
magic “before one’s very eyes.” The man in the street 
is suddenly conscious of being literally the man in the 
street. All the more pity if the Pontiff anathematises 
for him any building that carries no sculpture, employs 
glass bricks and has a flat roof. It is going to be a very 
great and wide-spread damnation. One cannot help 
having grave doubts whether such a P.R.A. can possibly 
make the grade as a Good Thing. 

Meanwhile, let us congratulate him on his Knight- 
hood, wish him health, continued vigour, any number of 
enjoyable dust ups (since he obviously won’t lie down) 
and that magnanimity which enables a man of firmly 
based views at least to respect, if not to accommodate, 
those he finds personally distasteful.

BVENTS AND 
COMMENTS 


GROSVENOR SQUARE 

Last summer I wrote about future developments in 
Grosvenor Square, London. and Merrion Square, 
Dublin. Both schemes were for American Embassy 
buildings. My informant, a member of the U.S. State 
Department’s advisory committee on such things, 
assured me that they were not going to build any more 
“steel and glass” embassies because maintenance costs 
on this type of architecture had proved so high. More 
recently Sir Howard Robertson showed slides of some 
of these “steel and glass” embassies and asked his 
audience to guess the purpose of the buildings, his aim 
being to prove that buildings no longer expressed their 
purpose. 

The Grosvenor Square scheme has now advanced one 
stage and you may have read in the daily press that a 
limited competition is to be held for a building to 
occupy the whole of the west side of the square. Among 
the eight competing architects are Eero Saarinen. 
Edward D. Stone, William Wurster, Hugh Stubbins and 
J. L. Sert (president of C.1.A.M.). 


The site and scale of the project offers a great oppor- 
tunity and we are entitled to expect something pretty 
good from the list of contestants. All the same if the 
U.S. government /as changed its policy about modern 
architecture almost anything could happen. If the worst 
happens it could hardly have less architectural merit 
than the already reconstructed parts of the square, 
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I understand that, the new building completed. the 
east side of the square will be vacated by the US. 
government. 


A LA FRANCAISE 


Quite a number of architects send their children to 
the Lycée Francais de Londres, the second largest day 
school in London. Founded by the French government 
for French children in London two-thirds of those 
attending are British while thirty-five other nationalities 
are represented. As it happens comparatively few of the 
French children in London attend because if they do 
they must pay fees whereas they can attend our schools 
for nothing. In France education is free. An odd situa- 
tion. The school now 1,500 strong is to be enlarged 
soon, the architects are M. Laurent of Paris and Prof. 
Corfiato. 

Meanwhile the main kitchens are being changed over 
from gas to electricity by the G.E.C., who have issued 
quite a story about it, including menus for a week. 
These look tremendously grand, for example: Choux 
en salade, Timbales dieppoises, Pommes_risolées, 
Patisserie, but I understand on very good authority that 
the food varies a good deal in quality, although this is 
unlikely to be the fault of the plant. Lunch costs 7gns 
a term or roughly 2s a day. 


BIRMINGHAM SCHOOL 
OBJECTS 

I must say that I sympathise with the students of the 
City of Birmingham School of Architecture in their 
objection to being moved to the new College of Tech- 
nology at Gosta Green. 

I have always admired the gothic building in 
Margaret Street and overcrowded though it is I would 
rather stay there, in the centre of the city, than be put 
in that great chunk of seedy cake at Gosta Green even 
if it were filled wth interior decorators and textile 
weavers. 


INFORMATION 
ARCHITECTS 

Michael Ventris is a very good choice for the Archi- 
tects Journal Research Fellowship. He is sufficiently 
detached from the brouhaha of daily practice not to 
have any bees in his bonnet on the architects’ side, and 
he is unlikely to have any preconceived ideas about the 
information architects ought to want. He is fortunate 
in having been able, and had the courage. to please 
himself in a number of ways during the last ten years. 
He used to live in Highpoint, which is not a bad starting 
place and now has a house which he and his wife 
designed. He worked for four years in the interesting 
part of the M.o.E. and then went where we would all 
like to go, to the eastern Mediterranean where he earned 
fame by deciphering a Mycenean script which brought 
him an O.B.E. and an honorary doctorate of Uppsala 
University to add to his A.A.Dip. (hons.). Doubtless we 
shall be hearing from him, 


FOR 
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THE ROYAL FESTIVAL HALL 

The losses on the running of the R.F.H. amount to a 
rate of something under a fifth of a penny per annum. 
Put like this and against about a million attenders a 
year it looks like a worthwhile proposition. In terms 
of hard cash the annual loss has varied between £26.000 
and £49,000. 

As part, presumably, of the scheme to complete the 
hall it is alleged by an opposition member of the L.C.C. 
that £200,000 is to be spent on new lifts and £300,000 
on the restaurant. 

If the latter figure means that we shall then be able 
to have a good meal with decent service at the R.F.H. 
I am all for it—but it seems a lot of money. 
HELICOPTER NEWS 

Along with Nuclear Fission, space travel (utter 
bilge), TV and ultra realism go, as far as I am con- 
cerned horses and helicopters. Horses you know about, 
in fact you may know one or more personally, heli- 
copters probably give you as they do me a buzzing in 
the head. The main reason I dislike them is that they 
look all wrong and what happens if the motor stops? 
You tell me. All the same the beastly things are news 
and notably useful if you are in the drink. 

At the informal request of the Minister of Transport 
and Civil Aviation the L.C.C. are examining sites for 
fixed or floating helicopter landing platforms on the 
River Thames. This hardly seems to be a legitimate use 
for the old gentleman. At the same time it is odd how 
difficult it is to find suitable sites for this herald of the 
millennium to put down. I thought the whole point of 
the thing was that it could land anywhere. 

My second piece of news concerns helicopters and 
buildings. If that has not made you sit on the edge of 
your chair I can only comfort you by saying that it 
did not make me do so either. All the same an Oban 
firm of contractors is to use a helicopter for transport- 
ing building materials to an inaccessible hydro-electric 
installation at Tighnabruaich. If the respectable 
southern helicopter which comes from Gatwick can be 
persuaded to land at such a place the scheme is expected 
to save three weeks working time. Damned ingenious 
those Scots. 


PRICE STABILISATION 

Following the lead of the Cement Manufacturers’ the 
Stock Brick Manufacturers’ Association has undertaken 
not to increase prices before 30th June. They hope to 
extend this period if similar restraint “is shown by the 
nationalised industries and the trades unions.”

PROPOSED TRIBUNAL ON 


DISTRIBUTION OF BUILDING 
MATERIALS 


Building Industry Distributors, the National Trade 
Association for the industry with about 1,500 members, 


has sent a memorandum to the President of the Board 
of Trade on the subject of the proposed tribunal which 
will pass judgement on certain practices in industry. 

The main point of the memorandum is to ask for an 
impartial judicial tribunal presided over by a high court 
judge appointed by the Lord Chancellor. Their main 
objection to an administrative tribunal is that it is likely 
to become bound by economic and political theories 
and subject to political and bureaucratic pressure. In 
support of its request B.1.D. quotes the example of the 
judicial tribunal set up under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 15 of the Road and Rail Traffic Act 1933, the 
functioning and findings of which were apparently 
entirely satisfactory. 

Among other objections to an administrative tribunal 
the B.1.D. memorandum cites the following: 
“Administrative tribunals do not have to give reasons 
for decisions. 

“Investigation into question of fact is of poor quality. 
“Issues are usually not sufficiently formulated so that 
the person whose rights are liable to be impaired does 
not clearly know what case he has to meet. 

“Legal representation is normally prohibited. 

“There is seldom provision for oral hearing. 

“An administrative tribunal is normally presided over 
by an the Ministry which is party to the 
dispute concerned and therefore partisan.” 

To prevent judicial tribunals overlapping with the 


official of 


Monopolies Commission the memorandum suggests that 
new terms of reference should be drawn up for the 
Commission limiting its powers to fact finding and 
expressing an opinion as to whether or not there is a 
prima facie case to answer. This opinion in documen- 
tary form would then be the brief for the presentation 
of the Board of Trades case before the tribunal. 

B.I.D. also feel strongly that the tribunal should 
only investigate specific complaints by the Board of 
Trade and that the tribunal should not have the right 
to select’ practices or industries to be examined. 

Finally, the B.I.D. memorandum recommends that 
details of agreements which concern matters of national 
security and which would be useful to foreign competi- 
tors of British manufacturers are restricted in circula- 
tion and not divulged to the public. In this last recom- 
mendation B.1.D. is known to be strongly supported by 
the Federation of British Industries which takes the 
line that some trade agreements and practices are in the 
“public interest” although they do not mean that they 
provide the lowest price to the customer at all times. 

From the architect's point of view I welcome the idea 
of a tribunal because I would like to be assured that 
everything that goes on in the materials distributing 
industry is in fact “in the public interest” and I agree 
with B.I.D. that it should be a judicial inquiry.

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The Beeches, Glenrothes, Fife. The arrow on plan below indicates the point from which the photograph wes taken. 
The flats and houses which are the subject of the award are planned to form L-shaped terraces, each terrace terminated 
by a three-storey block of flats. Full advantage has been taken to incorporate a fine line of beech trees, and the siting 
provides for open, unfenced garden and lawn forecourts. 

Interest and rhythm are given to the composition by the use of brightly coloured corrugated panels on the staircase 
projections of the houses, the colour of which is echoed on the stairwell front over the entrance to the flat block 

The three-apartment houses have through living-rooms with kitchen entrance to the front. The flat block of three- 
apartment types has a low double-pitch roof with mineral finished bituminous felt on lime-cement screed on wood-wool 
slabs. The terraced houses have mono-pitched roofs of similar construction. The walls have a dry dash finish with 
Canterbury chips.

HE site of Lake Meadows is 100 acres of Chicago's 

South Side, which is largely slum property occu- 
pied by the City’s coloured population. Although the 
new development replaces slum property, only 10 per 
cent to 15 per cenit of the existing inhabitants of the 
area Can afford the rents of the new flats. The new 
buildings are surrounded by some of the worst slums 
and the toughest characters in Chicago. The scheme 
is one of the many redevelopment projects now in hand 
in this part of Chicago and was financed by the New 
York Life Insurance Company and the Chicago Land 
Clearance Commission. It is one of the few large-scale 
schemes of its kind in the States. 

The scheme consists of a series of 12-storey blocks 
with four 2l-storey blocks which have yet to be con- 
structed. Five 12-storey apartments have been erected, 
the last being occupied in May 1955. Each building 
contains 119 flats varying from two to four rooms with 

Typical slums replaced by the two lifts, mechanical ventilation to halls, bathrooms and 
kitchens and coin operated clothes washers and driers 
in the laundry rooms. 

The buildings have a reinforced concrete frame which 
can be seen in the progress photograph taken in 1953 
and the end walls are faced with pale grey brick. The 
main fronts of the buildings consist of a steel-framed 
curtain wall with asbestos cement in-filling panels and 
metal windows. (This was the subject of an Architect 
and Building News Detail Sheet.) The buildings have 
been kept as simple as possible in order to keep costs 
down and the generous layout enables this simplicity 
to register as an effective pattern. This will be further 
enhanced when the large 21-storey buildings are com- 
pleted. 

The total project includes a shopping centre of 100,000 
sq ft, already completed, with parking space for 1,300 
cars. The fully developed scheme will have a popu- 
lation of 32 families per acre in the land zoned for 
residential use, the housing area being approximately 
65 acres with 9 acres for school and park, and 17 acres 
for the shopping centre.

Public Schools Appointments 
Bureau 


The National Federation of Build- 
ing Trades Employers invited the 
annual conference of the P.S.A.B. to a 
discussion, followed by luncheon, at 
the Dorchester Hotel on Friday last. 
Mr. Harvey G. Frost, president of the 
N.F.B.T.E., was in the chair and he 
opened the proceedings by introducing 
the Federation to the assembly, a 
mixture of career masters and head- 
masters from schools all over Britain. 
Having stressed the importance he 
placed on this particular meeting, Mr. 
Frost introduced Mr. David Wood- 
bine Parish, the first speaker. 

Mr. Woodbine Parish described the 
building industry as a whole and 
painted a glamorous and exciting 
picture of it, pointing out that the boy 
who wanted a “soft option” would 
not find it there. He went on to out- 
line the sequence of building and 
made the point that a high degree of 
dynamic coordination and _integra- 
tion were required within the industry. 

The second speaker, Mr. Laurence 
Holloway, gave a more detailed 
account of the organization and 
opportunities in the industry and des- 
cribed the educational facilities. Mr. 
Holloway, as president of the London 
Master Builders’ Association, spoke 
specifically of London-based schemes 
but he pointed out that other regions 
of the N.F.B.T.E. had similar arrange- 
ments. With the setting up of the 
board of Building Education it 1s 
more than likely that all the regional 
schemes will be coordinated nation- 
ally. 

The chairman asked Mr. Leslie 
Wallace, President of the Institute of 
Builders to speak. He described the 
Institute, its diplomas and awards, and 
finished by saying “you've got the 
type of boy that we want.” The ques- 
tions that followed, however, showed 
that the schoolmasters were not at all 
sure of this. One schoolmaster who 
had had experience of a boy joining 
the industry and leaving it, asked of 
the welfare measures taken by em- 
ployers, particularly when working 
away from home. Mr. Woodbine 
Parish pointed out that in the old 
days local labour was always used, 
to-day the new welfare problem was 
being attended to. Subsequent ques- 
tions covered the financial side, both 
cost of education and probable earn- 
ings. These, apparently, depended 
upon circumstances, and little was 
said except that in the most part the 
actual education was free, being paid 
for by the employer. 

Mr. C. Russel Scott, headmaster of 
Cranbrook School, asked what would 
be the best education for the son of a 
builder, and was told by Mr. Wood- 
bine Parish—an arts degree at a 
university followed, if possible, by 
travel abroad to widen the outlook. 
One observant schoolmaster pointed 
out that six out of seven prominent 
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builders listed on an advisory publica- 
tion were members of firms with their 
own name: what chance had a boy 
of rising in his profession if he were 
not related to the directorship? Mr. 
Woodbine Parish denied nepotism, 
observed that the building industry 
had more family firms than any other, 
and called upon the many builders 
present to whom this did not apply 
to prove that you can’t keep a good 
man down.

Stock Brick Manufac- 


turers’ Luncheon

At the New Year Luncheon of The 
Stock Brick Manufacturers’ Association 
held on January 2 in London, Mr. 
George W. A. Miller, F.C.1.S. (The Presi- 
dent) announced that, following the lead 
of the Cement Manufacturers, the Stock 
Brick Industry had undertaken not to in- 
crease prices before June 30, 1956. 

It was further hoped, if similar restraint 
was shown by the Nationalised Industries 
and the Trade Unions, that this period 
might be extended. 

Mr. John E. Wills (Vice-President) ex- 
tended a hearty welcome to their many 
distinguished guests, amongst whom, for 
the first time, was Mr. C. H. Aslin, C.B.E., 
P.R.I.B.A., supported by a considerable 
number of his colleagues, and also Mem- 
bers of Parliament. Mr, Wills, address- 
ing the Architects in particular, said that 
as those responsible for designing our 
build'ngs, he hoped they would always 
be brick-minded, but, more especially, 
Stock Brick minded. 

Mr. C. H. Aslin said that he was quite 
certain that people like the Stock Brick 
Manufacturers and the Allied Industries, 
who supplied and made the materials for 
the building industry to build, and the 
architects who design, must get much 
closer together, and he thought it was true 
to say that they were doing so. All that 
was needed, he thought, was integrity, 
technical ability and co-operation r'ght 
from the beginning to the end of the job. 
He emphasised that in the future he felt 
sure they were going to get that co- 
operation between everybody connected 
with the building industry, and the chan 
they were going to look after was the 
client — the fellow who provided the 
money. 

Mr. Peter Shepheard said that the 
beauty of the wonderful brick made by 
Members of the Association was not 
always realised by architects, although 
the stock brick was the favourite of some 
of the greatest architects before the 
Queen Anne veriod, when the stock brick 
went out of fashion to the red brick; the 
stock brick was only now coming into 
favour with modern architects, for a 
number of reasons. First, because of its 
warm and rather neutral colour, its use 
with other colours in outside building. 
Secondly, because it possessed various 
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colours in almost every brick, the brick- 
layer was not relied upon to give a multi- 
colour effect. Furtherr ore, it blended 
extremely well with trees and ivy, which. 
as a landscape architect, he appreciated 
as being excellent and it was one of the 
few bricks which he would like to see 
used where there was stone. 

Commenting on the introduction by the 
Stock Brick Manufacturers of training 
schemes for young men, Mr. J. E. Gar- 
side, Ph.D., M.Sc.Tech., F.R.LC., F.1.M.., 
said that the Association had already 
done a tremendous amount in that 
particular direction. 

Referring to atmospheric pollution, Dr. 
Garside said that more and more schemes 
were being introduced to cut down the 
ravages of grit and grime, and if more 
smokeless areas came into being they 
were likely to see perpetuated something 
of the beauty of the stock brick for a 
very long time. 

Mr. George Miller said that the indus- 
try was not going to be extinguished in 
forty years, as the Ministry of Planning 
thought it was. “I would just like to 
remind you that we sell you our brick, 
within fifty miles of the works, 54 Ibs. of 
manufactured product for one penny, 
upon which £1 million of capital re- 
investment has been made since the war.” 
Their friends in the House of Commons 
should know that they had been going 
now for 2,000 years, and the were not 
going to be “rubbed out” on aay account.

HE Nautical College is situated at Pangbourne on 
the spur of the Berkshire Downs about a mile 
from the River Thames. It was founded in 1917 by the 
late Sir Thomas Devitt, Bart., for the purpose of train- 
ing boys to be officers of the Merchant Navy. The 
present complement consists of an instructional staff of 
21, a domestic staff of 41 and 238 Cadets divided into 
four divisions. 

In 1951, the available accommodation consisted of a 
large Edwardian Country House known as Devitt 
House, two smaller houses and a mixed collection of 
semi-permanent buildings and hutting containing class- 
rooms, administrative offices, chapel, gymnasium, etc. 
Apart from the unsuitable nature of many of the build- 
ings the living accommodation for the Cadets was quite 
inadequate. 

An appeal for funds was launched and the Architects 
were instructed to prepare, in consultation with the 
Building Committee, a master plan for the reallocation 
of the present accommodation and the provision of such 
new buildings as would raise the standard to at least 
minimum modern requirements.

The programme had to be worked out in such a way 
that the whole scheme could be carried out in stages 
without interfering with the activities of the College. 
First priority was given to the Cadets living quarters 
and in 1952 a start was made on the erection of the 
first of two Boarding Houses the foundation stone of 
which was laid by H.R.H. The Duke of Edinburgh. 
Both have now been finished and occupied and a new 
block of Classrooms is nearing completion. 

As soon as more money is available the reallocation 
of rooms in Devitt House will be tackled and the erec- 
tion of a new School Dining Room and Offices. The 
remainder of the scheme will consist of the provision of 
new Laboratories, School Hall, Chapel and Swimming 
Bath. 

The Boarding Houses are sited flanking the existing 
formal terraced lawn in front of Devitt House. The 
ground slopes steeply downwards and from the windows 
of the Dayrooms and Dormitories there are magnificent 
views across the valley to the hills beyond. The plans

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of the two Houses are similar but adjustments have 
been made to the Masters’ Quarters to suit the reverse 
aspects. 

Each House gives accommodation for sixty-four 
Cadets, a married Housemaster and a House Tutor. The 
Cadets have their meals in the central School Dining 
Hall. No domestic staff rooms are provided since the 
housework is done by male cleaners from Devitt House. 
Hot-water and central heating is supplied from an oil 
fired boiler plant under the Easterly Boarding House. 

The Study Block consists of eleven Classrooms, a 
Staff Common and a number of auxiliary rooms. No 
lavatories are provided since there is a block of these 
existing nearby. The Classrooms have been planned as 
part of a larger unit to include new Laboratories to be 
erected when funds are available.

Fitments in classrooms 
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it was felt desirable to pro- 
vide a certain amount of privacy 
for each cadet—somewhere for 
him to keep h's private belong- 
ings. Since there was insufficient 
floor space in the Gun Rooms 
for separate cubicles without 
sacrificing their use for general 
recreation, a special form of 
locker was devised of which the 
doors, when open, would form 
partitions. These lockers have 
a h'nged table top, a box seat 
and various shelves for books 
and odds and ends. When open 
for “‘prep”’ they form a row 
of stalls and when closed they 
have a projection of only 1 ft 
44 ins. The lack of wall surface 
for radiators was got over by 
floor heating. 














HE site slopes steeply away from the road and is 
two and three hundred yards away from the 
village centre. It is covered with very fine Scot’s pines 
and other trees and it was necessary to fell several to 
clear a site for the church. The building is situated at 
the top of the siie on the only flat area. 

A church was required for a maximum congregation 
of 120 during the summer with a winter average of 
about 60. The cost had to be in the region of £3,000 
so structural economies were necessary. The main 
structure consists of timber framed, plywood faced 
portal frames at 10ft Oin centres supporting wrot tim- 
bers purlins at 4ft Oins centres. The roof is covered 
with Stramit slabs left clean for decoration on the 
underside and is waterproofed with three layer bitumin- 
ous felting with a white mineral surface finish.

[he external walls are in stone or timber. The 
timbered walls are constructed with 4in 2in studding. 
at 18in centres covered with felt and vertical Sapele 
T & G boarding. The internal face is covered with 
aluminium lined plasterboard and skim. The stone 
walls are built in random rubble limestone walling 
pointed with wide recessed joints, the stone is blue/grey 
in colour. Windows are in timber with projecting 
softwood surrounds, opening lights are standard metal. 
The cross is of in situ concrete built into the rubble 
walling. 

The altar rail is Wrot ironwork by a local black- 
smith with a Japanese oak top rail. The pulpit is in 
Japanese Oak and the confessional door is veneered 
in Oak. 

The colours externally are in white and grey with 
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the hardwood oiled emphasising the natural reddish 
brown colour. Internally the walls are generally in 
ivory but the walls around the altar are in deep grey 
Roof lights have been introduced immediately above 
the altar to give emphasis with natural light and often 
sunlight. This has proved very effective. Occasional 
points have been painted in maroon. All other paint- 
work is in white. 

Heating is by electric tubular heaters placed more ot 
less continuously around the external walls.

HIS new building presented certain problems, the 

first of which was to utilise an existing north light 
steel structure, previously being used as a machine 
workshop. It was considered inadvisable to spend addi- 
tional money on a new structure as the County Plan- 
ning Department have proposed that Station Hill 
should be widened within the next 10-20 years. The 
new showrooms have a frontage of 60 feet on Station 
Hill and extend back 30 feet to abut on an existing 
workshop with which they communicate. At the same 
time, opportunity has been taken to improve the petrol 
pump facilities by the re-siting of two islands and

widening of the road to provide an easier and speedier 
turnrcund for traffic. The showrooms provide 
accommodation for five cars, with space for more if 
necessary, in addition to offices, reception and waiting 
rooms. 

In addition to the showrooms and workshop the 
buildings comprise Battery Service Station, a tyre 
department; car valeting depot, with washmobile 
equipment; maintenance service bay, cellulose paint 
shop; body repair shop; and canteen with full facilities 

The car park has been extended and improved to 
take 200 cars a day. while a very popular facility is a

cycle storage shed for 80 machines, which is extensively 
used by local residents cycling to and from the railway 
station. 

In order to convert the structure, two major diffi- 
culties were encountered. The first was that the north 
light steel structure was not very adaptable for outside 
appearances, and accordingly it was decided to attract 
attention to the showroom windows by framing them 
with a concrete hood. This had the effect of focusing 
attention on the showroom windows rather than on the 
glass slope of the roof. The second difficulty was that a 
maximum ceiling height of only eight feet was obtain-

able in the showroom. In order to overcome this, a new 
type of ceiling, “Lumenated Ceiling”, was supplied and 
installed by Thermotank Ltd., which consists of corru- 
gated plastic supported on stove-enamelled steel chan- 
nelling and lit by fluorescent tubes in the roof thus 
creating an illusion of height. Additional emphasis is 
provided by spot-lighting in strategic positions. 

In order to create as much feeling of space as possible 
the new showrooms are divided to provide for recep- 
tion, waiting room and offices by the use of low screens 
and furniture which give a view at eye level over them. 


INTERIOR 


The and showrooms have been decorated 
with a scheme using three or four basic colours, in con- 
sultation with Mr. F. R. Ward Turner, Interior Designer 
for Latham, Brown & Co. Ltd. The scheme was con- 
ceived to add to the feeling of space as much as 
possible. and pastel grey in the showrooms. 
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yellow and grey walls with magenta background, and 
green ceiling in the office and reception area, with 
yellow and magenta in the waiting room. 

Mr. Ward Turner also painted the mural of the 
Canterbury Tales in the showroom, which provides a 
link with local history, as the Pilgrims Way passes only 
a few miles from Orpington 


The office furniture in the showrooms and offices was 
manufactured by the lan Audsley Workshops, Seven- 
oaks.

Electric Floor Heating System 


The Directors of Burton & Deakin Ltd. decided to 
incorporate a modern system of electric floor heating 
which, although it has been installed in certain indus- 
trial and commercial buildings as well as a_ block 
of flats in Kirkcaldy (A. & B. N. 21.7.55), has not 
before been incorporated in a garage building in this 
country. 


By this system. known as “Floor Warming”. an area 
of 1.440 square feet is electrically warmed. Pyrotenax 
mineral-insulated cables of .0015 inches cross sectional 
area were laid direct into the concrete screed of the 
floor, four inches apart, comprising three single-phase 
circuits each of 7.2 kilowatts and 1,272 feet in length. 
The installation is thermostatically controlled and time- 
switch operated, so that the current only comes on at 
off-peak hours during the night; and the whole mass of 
the floor and the ground under acts as a heat store. 
maintaining its temperature for a very long period. 


The advantages of this method of heating are that. 
once properly installed, no maintenance should be 
required, the even distribution of heat does not cause 
draughts, and the whole area is entirely clear of any 
obstruction. The consumption of electricity is economi- 
cal once the entire floor mass has reached its optimum 
temperature especially as a lower rate is usually charged 
for electricity used in off-peak hours. The installation 
was designed and carried out under the supervision of 
Mr. T. Waterhouse, Assistant Commercial Engineer of 
the West Kent district of the South Eastern Electricity 
Board. 


To conserve heat as much as possible and thereby still 
further economise on the amount of electricity con- 
sumed, full use has been made of insulating materials. 
including double-glazed “Insulight” windows made by 
Pilkington Brothers. These windows have the added 
advantage of not becoming obscured by condensation 
in cold weather in the same way as ordinary glass.

HIS REPORT*. which is an 
extract from a Report to the 
County Medical Officer of Health, 
shows that the Chemist-in-Chief of 
the Public Health Department has 
been restyled Scientific Adviser as 
the sphere of the work of the 
scientific branch under Dr. S. G. 
Burgess is to advise all departments 
of the Council on scientific matters. 
The work now covers an extremely 
wide range of subjects, including 
sewage, building materials, air and 
water pollution. agriculture, statutory 
duties under several Acts and advice 
to the user and Supplies Depart- 
ments in connection with their work. 


The branch operates through 
three groups of laboratories; head- 
quarters’ laboratories at the County 
Hall and at the Northern and 
Southern outfall works situated at 
Beckton and Crossness. The total 
number of samples examined during 
the year was 26,462, which is quite 
apart from the considerable amount 
of advisory and consultative work 
also undertaken. This consultative 
work in conjunction with the user 
departments should reduce main- 
tenance costs by avoiding sub- 
sequent replacement costs. The 
Report sets out the distribution of 
the test work. 


It is important to those wishing to 
sell their products to realise that 
some purchasers, such as the L.C.C., 
are now in a much better position 
than they were in the past to analyse 
and assess fairly accurately what is 
offered to them and, through the 
work of these developing scientific 
branches, some of these organisa- 
tions are much better able to specify 
more precisely their needs and to 
check that what is delivered com- 
plies with the specification. The 
development of this type of branch 
among large users will tend to 
eliminate a proportion of ‘eye-wash’ 
which some purchasers have been 
able to put across users Owing to 
their inability to know otherwise. 


Of the many subjects covered by

this Report a number are of con- 
siderable direct interest to the 
building and associated industries. 
First among these subjects is the 
work of the branch in the field of 
paint. It seems that the Council 
order painting to a sum in excess 
of £4 million per annum and con- 
sequently the examination of paint 
samples and the investigation of 
problems towards helping efficiency 
is of considerable economic 
importance. The Report states that 
a Committee on which all user 
departments are represented con- 
trols matters of policy in this sphere 
and a sub-committee concerns itself 
with the problems which arise and 
also makes recommendations for the 
approval or otherwise of brands of 
paint. It is noted, that the proper 
evaluation of Grade A types of 
Gloss paint has permitted longer 
intervals between repainting to be 
specified, which is of _ great 
importance since the labour costs 
involved in the application of paint 
are now so very high in proportion 
to the cost of the material. 


In regard to the brands of paint 
submitted for examination it is 
worth noting that more samples 
have been rejected than have been 
approved, and this is particularly 
the case for Hard Gloss types. The 
Report gives a list of the numbers of 
brands, under eight type headings, 
On the approved list at the end of 
1954. The Report continues by 
Stating, as is no doubt well known to 
most users, that ‘the faults to which 
a paint is prone are many and 
varied’ and it then continues to quote 
certain examples of the shocking 
contents of some paints recom- 
mended by the manufacturers as 
suitable for Grade A exterior uses, 
one of which had no less than 63 
per cent. of china clay. The facts, 
as shown in the Report, point to the 
very serious need for British 
Standards for hard gloss types of 
paint to which those of us without 
the facilities of a laboratory and 
scientific staff are unable to specify 
precisely and still less check what 
is delivered to us, could order. 

Among the other interesting points 
in the paint section of the Report 


were some which are not due to any 
faults of the paint manufacturers but 
to errors in specification, or in the 
preparation of the surfaces to be 
painted, or to the natural variability 
of the nature of the surfaces. In 
particular reference is made to a 
common cause of trouble, namely 
the inadequate sealing of porous 
surfaces. while another trouble is 
due to slight variations in the com- 
position of wall-plaster mixes and 
the differences in trowel finishing. A 
number of site troubles are listed. 
most of which are not new to most 
users, such as yellowing of light 
coloured Hard Gloss paints in the 
London atmosphere due to action 
on the alkyd based medium and im- 
paired gloss of finishing coats on 
some hardboards owing to oil 
absorbency. 


In the sphere of other building 
materials tests have been made in 
great quantity On an extremely wide 
range of products, the majority of 
samples originating from sites. In 
particular, attention is being given 
by this branch to the testing of 
materials which are _ inaccessible 
after they are installed in their final 
position, such as damp-courses, and 
where it is essential that faults 
should not develop. The Report says 
that in the assessment of quality use 
is made of British Standards and 
Codes of practice together with 
the accumulated experience of the 
officers of the branch and several 
research stations. It is good to know 
that highly skilled scientific officers 
of laboratories, such as is covered 
by this Report, use the appropriate 
British Standards as a_ basis of 
assessment and co-operate’ with 
their preparation. 


I was especially interested to read 
the conclusion drawn from one 
special investigation which had 
arisen from excessive shrinkage of 
wood stiles and panels in heavy 
framed doors. The Report says that 
the shrinkage was due to ‘drying out 
of moisture which had been 
absorped by the newly made but 
unprimed doors during delivery to 
the site’. I have maintained on 
previous occasions that joinery of all 
types should be properly primed 
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L.c.C. 


before it leaves the joinery works 
as it is very vulnerable to moisture 
pick-up at this stage. I would like to 
use this reference also to take to task 
the B.S.I. joinery committee which 
some six months ago deleted the 
requirements for priming in all B.S. 
for joinery and limited the standards 
to products to be delivered ‘in the 
white’ and put the onus for speci- 
fying priming on the _ purchaser 
should he require it. This is a very 
retrograde step taken mainly, it 
would appear, because the proper 
priming of joinery is a slow process 
which joinery works producing large 
quantities quite naturally prefer to 
avoid and also because some con- 
tractors, and it may be many, feel 
that they can apply priming more 
cheaply, which is possibly a true 
fact but, as will be seen from the 
L.C.C. Report, subsequent troubles 
will have started before this priming 
is applied, thus it may prove to be 
very expensive 


Report 


1 am pleased to see from the 
Report that investigation of the 
rotting of linoleum laid on new con- 
crete has been attributed’ to 
defective impermeability membrane; 
thin coatings of bitumen solutions 
are effective but, as the Report 
points out, they must be of an ade- 
quate thickness and this generally 
requires about a jin thickness. 


It seems that troubles have been 
experienced with clay slates and 
tiles on roofs in the L.C.C. area. It 
would be interesting to know if by 
keeping to the requirements of the 
related British Standards, which | 
have heard some manufacturers 
suggest are too stringent, one would 
be safe from the troubles ex- 
perienced by the L.C.C. as these 
appear to be due to the action of 
sulphur acids on the magnesium 
limestone present. 


An interesting paragraph in the 
Report says that ‘consideration is 
being given to expanding the 
weathering tests applied to many 
new exterior building materials 
because the financial implications 
of this work are very great. New 
products, especially those which 
produce economies in construction 
costs, must be evaluated by acceler- 
ated methods because the process of 
normal exposure to the weather is 


too slow in producing results and 
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this has the effect of retarding pro- 
gress. If success is achieved in the 
development of these tests the pub- 
lication of the methods adopted 
would be extremely helpful to other 
architects faced with similar prob- 
lems on behalf of their clients. 

Much useful work appears to 
have been done in the sphere of fire 
precautions. It is an advantage to 
know that at least one laboratory 
in addition to the Fire Research 
Station is giving attention to this 
type of problem especially when the 
laboratory is associated with both 
the large user and a Regulation 
making body. 

A great deal of extremely useful 
work as an aid to the Supplies 
Department and general main- 
tenance of articles used by the 
Council has been done, covering 
widely differing fields such as deter- 
gents, plastic mugs, fire hose, 
solders, floor brushes and sweeping 
brushes. There seems little doubt 
that this branch of the Council’s 
vast organization is extremely 
valuable as a safeguard to financial 
expenditure and as such is fully 
justified. 

The Report makes very interest- 
ing reading for the small price of 
9d. In the future it might be worth 
the Council considering whether it 
could increase the price in order to 
permit the inclusion of more detail 
about these extremely interesting 
pieces of research and the advice 
given in the light of data and test- 
ing, particularly as the problems 
arise from the Council’s work of 
building and management of vary- 
ing types of undertakings which in 
general must be very closely like 
those of many other organizations 
both public and private.

TIMBER NOTES 


VENTS are now beginning to 
move in establishing the soft- 

wood market for 1956. Importers 
have only just begun business, and no 
settled price has been created from the 
small contracts made, but a consider- 
ab'e volume of business in Holland by 
the Swedish shippers has been done at 
prices which correspond closely to the 
price paid at the opening of the 1955 
season. As there is a heavy softwood 
stock in this country, and buying wil! 
be much reduced, probably by at least 
200,000 standards this year, so the 
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softwood supply countries will be 
ready sellers to obtain a due propor- 
tion of the available large U.K. 
market. If present trends are con- 
tinued there is some hope that soft- 
wood prices will shortly fall slightly, 
though the reduction will inevitably 
be on the small side owing to the 
rising costs associated with timber 
distribution. 

There appeared a steady increase in 
softwood prices in each of recent 
years, so the knowledge that this year 
such a process will not be repeated 
must be welcomed by the architect 
and contractor. As the North 
American softwood prices are steady, 
it will be some months before any 
cheaper softwood from Northern 
Europe can reach this country, and 
the market is likely to be fairly steady 
for the first six months. Supplies are 
plentiful in all parts, and there is even 
an abundance of joinery quality wood, 
in marked contrast to previous post- 
war years. 

Plywood prices are also going to fall 
a little in the near future, if the signs 
ave truly indicative of trade. The 
major shipvers of plywood to this 
country, providing about half of all 
the plywood used from abroad, come 
from Finland. and the manufacturers 
there have already been warned by 
their trade associations to cut their 
production by a quarter for 1956 in 
view of the much lower demand to be 
expected from Britain. Already some 
low ‘prices are quoted on our market 
as plywood importers try to ease the 
strain upon accommodation 
and finance caused by some remark- 
ably high imports in 1955. 


storage 


An anticipated freight increase from 
West Africa in January is not now 
being imposed, and this should enable 
the importers to keep hardwood prices 
fairly steady. American oak and ash, 
Canadian birch and maple, these may 
be quoted at higher prices within a 
months if the present boom in 
hardwoods at high prices continues in 
America. The Timber Directorate had 
little trouble in selling all the hard- 
wood offered from the strategic stock 
because it no longer met the quality 
requirements. 


Hardboard stocks are good and 
prices are on the low side in most parts 
of the country. In many cases the 
sales are being made just above cost, 
and the difficult financial conditions of 
January and February should en- 
courage a continuance of this practice. 
Stocks of insulating board are also 
plentiful, and prices are competitive, 
there is not quite so much 
price-cutting as with hardboard. Sup- 
plies are assured for the coming year, 
end production from this country 
should also be increasing

HE distributors of building materials have submitted to the 
Government recommendations about the form which the 
proposed new tribunal to pass judgment on certain trade prac- 
tices should take and the way in which it should operate. 
The Bill will be introduced after the recess. !n a memoran- 


dum to the President of the Board of Trade, Building Industry 
Distributors, the national trade association for the industry with 
about 1,500 members, with the support of the Distributors of 


Builders’ Supplies Joint Council, asks for an impartial judicial 
tribunal presided over by a High Court judge. It is also sug- 
gested that new terms of reference be drawn up for the 
existing Monopolies Commission to limit its powers to fact- 
finding once the new tribunal had been set up. 

The memorandum states: “The tribunal could serve an 
extremely useful purpose but a number of precautions are 
essential to ensure that the public interest is genuinely served 
by the tribunal and that it does not become bound by economic 
or political theories or subject to political or bureaucratic 
pressure.” 

BID and the D.B.S.J.C. are strongly opposed to an adminis- 
trative tribunal, and explain that “administrative tribunals are 
subject to political pressure and their decisions subject to 
departmental policy. It is. basically wrong in English justice for 
the law or regulation-making authority to be also the judge 
of his own regulation.” 

he memorandum also comments: “There is a general feel- 
ing that administrative tribunals do not administer the same 
open, impartial justice that the public has the right to expect. 
This has done much to shake public confidence in the whole 
system of administrative law. In addition, there is no great 
belief in the infallibility of civil servants.” 

The judicial appeal tribunal which was constituted under the 
provisions of Section 15 of the Road and Rail Traffic Act, 
1933, genuinely served the public interest and could, it is 
suggested, be used as an example in setting up the new tribunal. 
It is therefore suggested that the tribunal should: 

1. Be judicial, presided over by a High Court judge. 

2. Pass judgment only when a complaint has been made and 
proved before it, with the Board of Trade acting as “prose- 
cutor”’. “The onus of proving that the public interest is abused 
by the use of the practice concerned should rest squarely with 
the Board of Trade.” 

3. Call witnesses who should be available for cross- 
examination, and evidence should be given under oath. No 
evidence not disclosed to the “accused” industry should be 
permissible. 

4. Record all findings, with the reasons why they have been 
reached, so that a system of case law can be built up for the 
guidance of both industry and the Board of Trade, but with 
the clear understanding that changed conditions would be taken 
into account in later hearings of similar cases, because cir- 
cumstances do alter cases. 

5. Be original and not appellate.
